The successive disclaimers made 
by President Coolidge in relation to 
his 1928 intentions when tested by 
evidentiary rules are found wunre- 
sponsive and not enlightening by the 
New York Law Review. This pub- 
lication yesterday made public in 
advance an editorial which will ap- 
pear in its May number, due from 
the presses about May 15. 

The editorial writer of the:Review 
advances two possible interpretations 
that might be »laced on the four 
statements that have been made on 
the subject by Mr. Coolidge. He sug- 
gests that ‘‘a little obstinately, per- 
haps,’’ the President may: have re- 
frained from clarifying his ‘‘I do not 


choose to run” statement of last 
August, considering what he had 
said as sufficiently specific for all 
needful purposes, or that the Presi- 
dent may desire to leave himself free 
to decide what course he should pur- 
sue in the interest of the country if 
the Republican National Convention 
should nominate him in. 

“Preference may be diffidently ex- 
pressed for the latter alternative as 
more consonant with reason, experi- 
ence and the peculiar psychology be- 
lieved applicable in the present cir- 
cumstances,’’ he adds. 

The editorial_starts.with the dec- 
laration that when President Cool- 
idge issued his original disclaimer 
it was in supposed reply to a ques- 
tion which for months prior to the 
answer. had been put to him by the 
public and the press. But, the 
writer adds, the President was per- 
mitted or presumed to frame the 
question in a form which lent itself 
to his own mode of answer. 


What the Nation Wanted. 


“What the nation wanted to know 
‘was, not whether President Coolidge 
desired a third term or whether. he 
intended to seek another nomination, 
but whether he would accept a no: 
nation should it. be tendered him. 
This query. President Coolidge did not 
choose to put to himself and did not 


choose to answer. Instead, he. in- 
quired of himself, emploving for the 
purpose a colloquiall having no 
set or definite meaning, anywhere, 
whether he chose to run for Presi- 
dent in 1928. Ignoring the question of 
nomination entirely, he answered 
himself that he did not. Such a re- 
ply was clearly unresponsive: to: the 
quemies as it existed in the public 
mind.” . 

The editorial goes on to say that 
no one really did understand Mr. 
Coolidge’s August s ent. Five

General Nobile’s last act before 
yoing aboard was to kiss his wife 
jzood-bye.

RHEUMATISM CURE ON TRIAL 


Dr.\J, C."Small of Philadelphia Re- 
ports Isolation of Bacteria 
Blamed for Ailment. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Although 
the heart is)described’as a ‘‘powerful 
organ resisting strains of all kinds 
with great ability,’’ the stress and ex- 
citement of modern life, coupled with 
the reactions of infectious diseases, 
have placed heart disease in the front 
rank of the causes of death in the 
United States,. with a.resultant eco- 
nomic. loss to. the. country. of -$1,502,- 
000,000 a year from such deaths alone, 
not counting the cost.of care, esti- 
mated at an additional $104,000,000. 

This was the outstanding. concly- 
sion of the symposium on heart dis- 
ease held at a joint session of all the 
component associations of the Con- 
gress. of American Physicians and 
Surgeons this afternoon. 

Pointing out that 12 per cent. of 
the deaths from all causes in the 
United States are from heart dis- 
ease, Dr. Haven Emerson of Colum- 
bia University, who opened the dis- 
cussion with a paper on the economic 
aspects of the disease, declared that 
the actual money loss from this 
cause is estimated at $21,000,000,000 
within the period of an average life- 
time as compared with $27,000,000,000 
from deaths from tuberculosis. 

The stress of modern life is more of 
a factor in deaths from heart com- 
plaints than ever before, according 
to Dr. Paul D. White of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital of Boston. 

On the other hand, he dispelled the 
belief held for many years that the 


use of alcohol, tobacco and coffee 
have a deleterious effect on the 
heart and. that athletics cause en- 
largement of the heart. Studies 
made in Europe, he pointed out,

Obesity and overeating are danger- 
ous only to diseased hearts, he be- 
lieves. 

Dr. James B. Herrick of Rush 
Medical College, Chicago, declared 
that the medical profession is in a 
better position than ever before to 
discuss the treatment of heart dis- 
ease. The subject should be treated 
largely from the preventive point of 
view, he declared, emphasizing par- 
ticularly his belief that ‘‘coopera- 
tion in the international study of 
rheumatism should be urged not 
merely as the privilege, but as the 
duty of American physicians.’’ 
That rheumatism, reported as ex- 
acting a heavier toll of suffering 
than almost any other complaint and 
finding the greatest number of vic- 
tims in the twelfth year of life, may 
soon be conquered by science was 
indicated at a special) session of the 
Association of American Physicians 
this morning, at which Dr. M..J. 
Rosenau of Boston declared that the 
general consensus now is that rheu- 
matic fever is an infectious disease, 
believed to be transmitted by car- 
riers. 

Isolation of the streptococcus, held 
responsible for rheumatic fever, was 
a by Dr. J. C. Small of Phila- 
delphia, who has treated 270 cuses 
with a special] anti-rheumatic serum 
which he discovered a year ago. It 
is still too soon to report permanent 
cures, he declared, and the serum, 
if used in concentrated form, pro- 
duces painful reactions which must 
be eliminated before it can be of gen- 
eral practical use.

are virtually autonomous entities. 
The latter, however, are aligned 
firmly, at least temporarily, with 
Nanking. 

Opinion is growing that even if 
Chiang Kai-shek and his ally, Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang, capture Pe- 
king, the outcome will be a federa- 
tion of districts until such time as 
further solidarity is possible. 

As far as Japan is concerned, Nan- 
king’s bogey of intervention has ap- 
parently prov?! false.

BRITISH GIVE COMFORT, TOO 


German Envoy Also Tells France 
Reich Is Ready to Discuss the 
Detalis of Anti-War Plan.

PARIS, May 2.—The Quai d’Orsay 
was heartened today hy an official 
report. received from Washington 
saying that Secretary Kellogg sees 
no objection to recognizing that 
France’s treaties.with her allies en- 
ter into the general -category with 
the Covenant of the League and the 
Locarno compacts’ as existing com- 
mitments, which would not, he dis- 
turbed by the operation of the pro- 
posed anti-war treaty. 

Further, more assurances from Lon- 
don are said to have been comport- 
ing in that the British, without com- 
mitting themselves on how it should 
be done, favor making. it, plain that 
the anti-war treaty would not affect 
prior promises by the contracting 
parties. 

In addition, the German Ambassa- 
dor has told the French that the Ger- 
mans, notwithstanding their reply to 
Washington, standy ready to discuss 
with France ways and means of put- 
ting their position into official clear- 
ness. 

There had arisen in Paris some 
misunderstanding, it appears, regard- 
ing Secretary. Kellogg’s position 
toward the French alliances. Up to 
today it had been said that the Amer- 
ican Secretary of State, in mention- 
ing that the League Covenant, the 

o compacts and the treaties 
Soe ntccing neutrality would not be 
affected by his proposal, had neglect- 


ed the French -treaties with their 
allies. 


Confusion Was Due to French. 


If there was any basis for this 
complaint, it is the fault of the 
French, for Mr. Kellogg replied point 
by point to the issues raised in the 
last French note and that note 
referred only to the League Cove- 
nant, the Locarno compacts and the 
treaties of guarantee. The confusion 
arose from the: fact that the French 
have the habit of regarding the 


treaty guaranteeing Swiss neutrality 
as the only neutrality treaty, they 
ar ag of er names to the treaties 
wi lgium, Poland, Rumania, 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. 

Therefore it appears that if Mr. 
Kellogg failed to mention those 
treaties, it might well have been be- 
cause the French did not name them 
in their note.

It is now sug- 
gested in Paris that the jurists of 
the League members’ concerned 
should discuss this phase at the next 
favorable opportunity, which, it is 
held, will be the meeting of the 
League Council in Geneva in June. 

Thus, on the face of it, Paris is 
optimistic about the treaty today, al- 
though the French m seems to 
go through sudden shifts. While of- 
ficials at the Quai d’Orsay appear 
well satisfied today, it is reported 
that Premier Poincaré himself is not 
so sure the treaty affair is as near 
settlement as the Foreign Office be- 
lieves. M. Poincaré has not yet been 
brought around to see why reserva- 
tions recognized as fair and just 
should not be written into the treaty. 


Premier an Important Factor. 


M. Poincaré has a meticulously ex- 
act mind.

Cabinet Has Not-Yet-Examined 
_ American and French Drafts, 
bat Opinion Leans to Former.

TOKIO, May 2.—The French pro- 
posal for a conference of jurists and 
ambassadors to pool their views on 
the French and American peace 
plans is supported by the Japanese 
Government on condition that Amer- 
ica is included in sucha conference. 
‘In the Japanese view such a con- 
ference is the ‘most practical next 
step in the negotiations, but to obtain 
results it must "be “six-power, not 
five-power, as originally suggested. 

Engrossed in“a political struggle 
for its life, the Cabinet has not had 
time to consider the American and 
French drafts which are still under 
the examination of Foreign Office 
jurists, but in governmental circles 
a distinct movement of influential 
opinion in‘ favor. of Mr. Kellogg’s 
plan is perceptible. 
' When they examine the problem 
from the legal standpoint, Japanese 
statesmen become conscious of its 
extreme delicdcy and ‘are thankful 
that the task of finding a formula 
which will not say too much or too 


them. But, as the purpose of the 
treaty is studied, technical difficul- 
ties tend to take a subordinate place 
in the Ja e view. 

The Tokio authorities understand 
that any American Administration 
must act with the concurrence of the 
Senate and they believe that it is 
more important for other nations 
to find a way of associating them- 
selves with the United States in a 
world safeguard for peace than to 
try to cover, in the text of the treaty, 
every conceivable contingency. 

The situation, as seen in Tokio, is 
that France disagrees with the Kel- 
logg plan, Germany accepts, Italy is 
silent and Great Britain understands 
the French objections, but agrees 
with America’s aim and will make a 
serious effort to build a bridge be- 
tween the two. Japan’s attitude is 
practically identical with the one at- 
tributed to England. The issue is 
held to concern Europe more than 
Japan, which cannot be expected to 
take the lead, but which desires to 
see the prance succeed and is 
ready to play a strong second in the 
movement to reconcile the Franco- 
American differences, which she an- 
tictpates from England. 

One high official told me he 
thought it might be —— eventu- 
ally to si the Kellogg treaty as 
drafted, with a subsequent exchange 
of notes on points where the Powers 
may wish to make their terms clear. 

Tokio considers itself quite unsuit- 
able as a location for the suggested 
conference. 

Expert examination of the new ar- 
bitration treaty is now well advanced, 
but the matter has not reached the 
Cabinet. After passing the Cabinet 
the treaty must pass the Privy Coun- 
cil, which plays the part of Senate 
here. Some Councilors would like to 
balance America’s reservation on the 
Monroe Doctrine with a correspond- 
red reservation concerning Japan’s 
interests in Asia. Others point out 
that the words, ‘‘domestic questions,’’ 
can be extended to cover almost any 


e. 

Official opinion is averse to at- 
tempts, however, to introduce adden- 
da which would have little practical 
effect and only cause difficulties in 
the Senate. The conciliation treaty 
is still being examined.

Court Rules Against Keudel’s. Plan 
to Disband Militant Communists. 


‘Wireless to Tue New York Tuuxs. 

BERLIN, May 2.—The attempt of 
Dr. Walther von Keudell, Nationalist 
Minister of the Interior, ‘to destroy 
the Red Front Fighters, the most 
aggressive Communist organization, 
was frustrated today by a decision of 
the Federal Supreme Court. The 
Minister, whose reactionary policies 
have made trouble for the coalition 
government ever since he’ entered the 
Cabinet, gained a temporary victory

The court held his assertion that 
the radicals might start election riots 
and prevent honest and peaceful bal- 
loting was not substantiated by the 
facts. No valid reason was apparent 
for the dissolution of the organiza- 
tion, the Court ruled. 

When von Keudell, evidently in- 
fluenced by the leaders of his party, 
submitted his plan to the Federal 
States, sixteen of the latter immedi- 
ately: objected and decided to appeal 
to the courts. Only Bavaria and 
Wuerttemberg endorsed the proposed 
step; which was condemned by liberal 
elements as a silly campaign ma- 
noeuyre which was certain to make 
votes for the Communists.

of 2 regulatory State body or an act 
of the Legislature, even though there 
be pending in the State court pro- 
ceedings for the revision of the or- 
der, may seek injunctive relief from 
a Federal court when it appears that 
it is suffering daily’ from confisca- 
tion under the rate to which it is 
limited, and particularly where it 
appears that it has done all it could 
under the State law to obtain relief 
without success. (Springfield Gas and 
Electric Company v. Barket, 231 Fed. 
331, 335; Love v. A. T. & S. F. R. R. 
Company, 185 Fed. 321, 234.) Rutes of 
commity.or convenience must .give 
way to constitutional rights and 
there is no doubt of the duty. of a 
District Court to take and retain 
jurisdiction. .(Oklahoma Gas Com- 
pany v. Russell, 261 U. S: 290, 293; 
Monroe Gas Light Company v. Mich- 
igan Public Utilities Company, 292 

ed. 139.) 

The suit is here upon causes of ac- 
tion stated in the complaint and sup- 
ported by affidavits to which an- 
swers are filed with acconipanying 
affidavits in opposition. It is alleged 
generally that the: Transit -Commis- 
sion and the City of New York are 
enforcing various rate limitations 
imposed by the Legislature and by 
acts legislative in character, of the 
State of New York, restricting the 
rate of fare charged by the plaintiff 
on each of the elevated lines and 
the subway divisions of the = 
transit railways operated by the 
plaintiff within the’ city to five 
cents per passenger in breach of the 
Fourteenth Amendment of the Con- 
stitution because such limitations 
have become confiscatory. 


Case Is Summarized. 


Relief is sought (a) from limitation. 
imposed by legislative acts of. the 
State of New York, chapter .743. of 
the laws of 1894; upon rates charge- 
able on the elevated railroad lines 
operated by the plaintiff, which are 
in large part owned by the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company, and are now 
operated under lease by the plaintiff;

Rapid Transit Act Cited. 
The ‘Rapid Transit act, Chapter 4 
of the Laws of 1891, of the State of 
New York entitled ‘‘An act to pro- 
vide for rapid transit railways in 
cities of over 1,000,000 inhabitants,’’ 
provided for the appointment of 
rapid transit commissioners in such 
cities and that ‘‘they shall have and 
exercise the specific authority and 
powers hereinafter conferred, and 
also such other and necessary 
powers as may be requisite to the 
efficient performance of the duties 
imposed upon the said board by 
this act.’”’ 
Section 4 provided for the deter- 
mination of the necessity of railways, 
the fixing of routes, the approval and 
consent of the common council, and 
Section 6 provided that when the 
consent of the local authorities and 
property owners had been obtained, 
the board was required to prepare 
detailed plans and specifications, in- 
cluding equipment and safety de- 
vices. 

Section 7 provided for the sale of 
the right, privilege and franchise to 
construct, maintain and operate the 
railways, and the terms of sale ‘‘must 
also specify the amount of the capi- 
tal of any such corporation, the num- 
ber of shares of capital stock, * * * 
and the maximum rates of fares and 
freight which such corporation may 
charge and collect for the carriage 
of persons and property.’”’ 

is act-was amended by Chapter 
729 of the Laws of 1896, Section 34, 
as added by Chapter 752 of the Laws 
of 1894, Section 34, and amended by 
Section 10, Chapter 514 of the Laws

Board Reconstituted in 1906. 


By Chapter 472 of the Laws of 1906 
the Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners was reconstituted so as to 


consist of the Mayor, the Controller, 
President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York and 
five. persons named in the act, with 
vacancies to be filled by the Mayor. 
The board so constituted had specific 
powers and duties therein provided 
for the ‘‘efficient performance of the 
duties imposed upon the said board 
by this act.’’ 

By Chapter 429 of the Laws of 1907 
there was substituted for the act 
creating the Rapid Transit Railroad 
Commissioners the Public Service 
Commission of five members of the 
First District, to be appointed i d 
the Governor. By Section 5, Subdivi- 
sion 6, of that act the Commissioners 
of the First District were given all 
powers theretofore conferred upon 

he Board of Rapid Transit Railroad 
Commissioners: under Chapter 4 of 
the laws of 1895, and the Board of 
Rapid Transit Railroad Commission- 
ers was abolished by Section 83. By 
Chapters 343 and 350 of the Laws of 
1926 «(Sections 431-433) the present 
Transit Commission was provided for 
and .the duties of the Public Service 
Commission and Transit Commission 
were transferred to it. By Chapter 
498. of the Lews of 1909 and Chapter 
504 of theLaws of 1910 various 
amendments were made to the Rapid 
ee act which are unimportant 

ere. 


Commissions’ Power to Raise Rate. 


Section 49 of ‘the Public Service 
Commission law (Chapter 429 of the 
Laws of 1907) provides that ‘‘when- 


ever either commission shall be of 
opinion * * that the rates, fares 
or charges demanded, exacted, 
charged or collected by any common 
carrier, railroad corporation or street 
railroad . corporation subject to its 
jurisdiction for the transportation of 
persons, freight or property within 
the State, or that the regulations or 
practices of such * * * street rail- 
road corporation affecting such rates 
are unjust, unreasonable, unjustly 
discriminatory or unduly preferen- 
tial, or in se in violation of an 
provisions of law, or that the m 
mum rates, fares or charges charge- 
able by any such common carrier or 
street railroad corporation are: in- 
sufficient to yield reasonable com- 
pensation for the service rendered, 
are unjust and unreasonable, the 
commission shall determine the just 
and reasonable rates, fares and 
charges to be thereafter observed 
and force as the maximum to. be 
charged for the service to be per- 
formed, and shall fix the same by 
order to be served upon all common 
carriers * *. * or street railroad 
corporations by. whom such rates, 
fares and chargesare thereafter .to 
be observed.”’ 

This may be done by complaint or 
upon the commission’s own motion. 
By the same provision, the carrier 
is obliged to couety with and ob- 
serve orders. made by the commis- 
sion as to rates of fare.

The .equipment..so supplied» was. to 
be the property of the contractor 
subject to the city’s right to pur- 
chase at the end of the term. liis 
contract was likewise modified and 
supplemented from time to time. 


Assignments of Contracts. 


On July 10, 1902, and Aug. 10, 1905, 
McDonald and the Rapid ‘Transit 
Subway Construction Company, re- 
spectively, assigned, with the con- 
sent of the-Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, to the plaintiff so 
much of the 1 and 2 contracts as 
applied to the lease of the railways. 
On July 11, 1911, so much of Con- 
tract 1 as applied to the construc- 
tion was duly assigned to the Rapid 
Transit Subway~ Construction Com- 
pany. On Jan. 30, 1913, so much of 
Contracts 1 and 2 as applied to con- 
struction were respectively assigned 
to the. plaintiff. Contract 1 con- 
tained an agreement for lease by 
‘the ‘city to the contractor for a term 
of fifty years, at a rental of -an 
annual sum equal to the annual in- 
terest payable by the city upon all 
bonds which it should issue in order 
to provide means for construction, 
and a further annual sum equal to 
1 per cent. upon the whole amount 
of the bonds with certain abatements 
during the first ten years. Contract 2! 
contained: an agreement for leasing, 
by the city.to the contractor, at a 
rental consisting in general of an 
annual sum equal to the annual in- 
terest payable by the city upon all 
bonds issued by it in order to pro- 
vide means for construction; an an- 
nual sum equal to 1 per cent. of the 
whole amount of the bonds, with 
certain abatements during the first 
ten years, and a further annual sum 
equal to the amount of the annual 
interest payable by the city upon 
bonds issued to provide means to pay 
for the acquisition of rights of way. 


New Contract Made in 1913. 


On March 19, 1913, the city, acting 
by. the. Public Service. Commission 
for the First. District, entered into 
a contract with the plaintiff for the 


construction by the city, and the 
equipment, maintenance and oper- 
ation by the plaintiff, of rapid tran- 
sit railways along the routes known 
as Seventh .Avenue-Lexington Ave- 
nue line, Eastern Parkway line, 
Steinway Tunnel line and White 
Plains Road line. The contract pro- 
vided. for. the, construction by the 
city, under séparate construction 
contracts; .a contribution by the 
plaintiff toward the cost of the con- 
struction and. the. equipment:of the 
railway by the plaintiff at its own 
expense and for a lease by the city 
of the railway and equipment to the 
plaintiff for operation in conjunc- 
tion with the existing railways and 
existing equipment, provided for in 
Contracts 1 and 2 “for a single fare 
*.* * of 5 cents, but no more,’’ for 
a term beginning Jan. 1, 1917, and 
expiring Dec. 31, 1965, subject, how- 
ever, to earlier termination as there- 
in provided. 

The original terms of Contracts 1 
.and..2 were..modified.as to the ex- 
piration of the lease and in other 
particulars. By the terms of Con- 
tract 3 it was provided that the 
plaintiff should pay as long as the 
existing railroads were operated in 
conjunction with the new extensions 
an additional rental to that con- 
tained in Contracts 1 and 2. In con- 
sideration of the operation of the 
railways and.existing railway in con- 
junction with each other for a single 
fare and of the contribution by the 
plaintiff to the cost of construction 
of the reuleeys and of the agree- 
ments to modify the terms of Con- 
tracts 1 and 2, upon the commence- 
ment of the operation of the portions 
of the railway specified in the con- 
tracts, the gross receipts from what- 
ever sources derived, directly or in- 
directly, by the plaintiff in connec- 
tion with the operation of railways 
and the existing railways during the 
term of the contract, were to be dis- 
bursed: to meet obligations therein 
specified, after which the city and 
and plaintiff shared the balance in 
equal parts. 


Fare Provisions in Contract. 


Contracts 1 and 2 provided for a 
single fare in the sum of five (5) 
cents, but no more. Contract 3, in 
its terms, sliperseded the provisions 
of contracts 1 and 2 as to the rate 
of fare. It provided for a single fare 
over the entire system of the rail- 
ways to be built and the existing rail- 
ways of ‘5 cents, but not more. ” 

The Manhattan Railways Company, 
incorporated under the provisions of 


i 


the ee Transit act (Chapter 606 
of the Laws of 1875), was authorized 


to construct, maintain and operate 
elevated railroads along routes laid 
out and designated by.the , Rapid 
Transit Commission under the au- 
thority of that act. It-was engaged 
as a. common carrier for many years 
and owned elevated rapid transit 
railways lying within the City of New 
York and leased them to the plain- 
tiff, which operated them as part of 
its general system. 

The lease dated Jan. 1, 1903, was 
for a period of 999 years, and as a 
rental the plaintiff cuaranteed.inter- 
est on mortgage bonds, paid q cash 
rental and guaranteed 7 percent. div- 
idends on sixty millions of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company’s stock, and 
this lease waseffective when, on 
March 19, 1913, by. the terms of con- 
tract 3, the elevated. extension cer-

The Extension Certificate was 
granted under the authority of Sec- 
tion 34 of the Rapid msit act (as 
amended by Chapter 752 of the Laws 
of 1894) and it isnot claimed to have 


been 

1912, but it is claimed to have, the 
authority of Section 32 (a) enacted 
by Chapter 472 of the Laws of 1906, 
adopted one year before the Public 
Service Commission act. The sec- 
tion did not authorize the commis- 
sion to condition an extension cer- 
tificate upon’a stipulation as to.fare: 
It (Section 34) designates the sub- 
jects to be embraced in the certifi- 
cate but without reference to fare 
provisions. This challenges legisla- 
tive purposes to autho the in- 
sertion or making of a fare provision 
of any kind. ; 


No Fare Restriction Before 1394. 


Prior to 1894, no provision of fare 
of any kind below ten (10) cents and 
no restriction upon fares had been 
imposed by legal authorities as a con- 
dition of constitutional consent. Ten- 
cent limitations were statutory. By 
Chapter 743 of the Laws of 1894, the 
five (5) cent limitation was estab- 
lished unless the extension certifi- 
cate of March 19, 1913, or the reso- 
lution of the Board of Estimate for- 
mally approving the proposed certifi- 
cate and consenting to the construc- 
tion and operation of the extensions 
in accordance therewith, be a consti- 
tutional consent to a different fare. 
We hold that the five (5) cent limi- 
tation as to the elevated railway com- 
pany is statutory under Chapter 743 
of the Laws of 1894. The resolution, 
even if*treated as a consent of the 
legal authority under Section 18, Ar- 
ticle 3 of the Constitution of the 
State, is ineffective to create any 
contractual fare limitation because 
Section 34 of the Rapid Transit act 
provided only for such consents as 
were necessary to be fulfilled in such 
cases of extensions under Section 18 
of Article 3, which by no means re- 
quired fare regulations but only con- 
sent. to construct and operate. 

Under authoritative decisions of the 
State of New York, where consents 
were granted after July 1, 1907 (the 
effective date of the blic Service 
Commissions law), municipalities 
were precluded from conditioning 
their consent upon a fare provision 
which should be exempt from the ap- 
plication of the Public Service Com- 
missions Law. (People ex rel City of 
New York v. Nixon, 229 N. Y. ) 


Fare Provision Defined. 


A provision for fare in Contract 3, 
as such, does not apply to elevated 
railways. The phrase of the certifi- 


eate that the fare limitations shall 
apply to one continuous trip in the 
same general direction over the rail- 
ways (which are defined as includ- 
ing only additional tracks and the 
extension of certain trackage hts 
provided for by the certificate) of 
the Manhattan Railway express ser- 
vice, indicates an intent that the fare 
shall apply to the latter only where 
the trip is, in whole or in part, over 
the railways, and should not be a 
aan to trips originating and end- 
ng on the lines of the then existing 
Manhattan Railway Company. No 
fare provision is embraced in the 
additional contract certificate grant- 
ed to that company on the same day 
which lends support to the same 
view. 

The grant of the regulatory power 
over rates by the Legislature to a 
commission or saga owe must be 
strictly construed and must not be 
extended by inference. The suspen- 
sion of police power over rates can- 
not be accomplished by implication. 
The legislative authority must’ ‘be 
plain and the intention must clearly 
and unmistakably appear. Home 
Tell & Tel Co. v. Los Angeles, 211 
U. S$: 273. 

The provisions of Contracts 1 and 2 
as to fares were superseded by the 
provisions of Contract 3 providing 
for a rate of fare to be charged in 
the operation of new and existing 
railroads as one completed system. 
Article 1 of Contract 3 eg that 
the new subway lines shall be déper- 
ated in conjunction with the old for 
a single fare and in accordance with 
the contract. The terms of Contract 
3 specifically modified and changed 
the provisions of Contracts 1 and 2 
as to provide a ging’ fare; it extend- 
ed the ride over the entire system 
and for a fare of five (5) cents and 
no more. 


Appeals Court Decision Quoted. 


The railroad is being presently 
operated under Contract No. 3, at 
least so far as the fare charge is con- 
eerned. The State Court of Appeals 


in considering the validity and power 
to maxe the contract has construed 
No. 3 to supersede the leases of Con- 
tracts No. No. 2, sa : 

“But by the proposed contract 
(No. 3) this lease is to be modified 
and superseded by a new agreement 
whereby the city becomes re-invested 
with a substantial control thereof 
and re-lets them in connection with 
its new subways under one contract 
for operation as a single and entire 
system.’’ Admiral Realty Compan 
v. City of New York, 206 N. Y. 
110,133. 

It is not, as argued, merely a con- 
tinuation and extension, supplemen- 
tary of Contracts No. 1 and No. 2. 
Comparing Contracts No. 1 and No. 2 
with No. 3, makes it clear that there 
were many modifications as to ren- 
tals payable to the city under Con- 
tracts No. 1 and No. 2. In No. 3a 
single faré was intended to be opera- 
tive not only over the lines covered 
by No. 1 and No. 2, but over the new 
subway and during the longer life of 
the contract. 

The fare provisions of No. 1 and 
No. 2 cotild ‘not be continued in effect, 
since each was intended to app toa 
different ‘period and had a different 
scope of 0 tion. «Therefore, the 
fare provisions of the three contracts 
could not stand together because 
they apply to different things. Con- 
tract No. 3 was a modification and a 
waiver of fare:provisions of Contracts 
No. 1 and No. 2.

The public policy of the State of 
New York in its regulatory power 
over utilities was announced in Peo- 
ple ex rel. City of N. Y. v. Nixon, 229 
N. Y. 356, 358 by the Chief Judge 
spéaking for a unanimous court, as 
follows: 

At the date of this franchise the 
Public Service Commission was em- 
powered by statute to increase ‘‘the 
maximum rates, fares or charges 
chargable by any * * * street 
railroad corporation when found to 
be inadequate to yield a fair return 
(Section 49, Public Service Com- 
missions law; Consol. Laws, Chap- 
ter 40).. That power came to the 
commission through the amend- 
ment of the Public Service Com- 
missions law in June, 1911 (L. 1911, 
Chapter 546; People ex rel.

Fare-Fixing Right Not Destroyed. 


This does not destroy all right to 
fix a fare; it merely limits the con- 
tractual powers within the confines 
of the established public policy, 
which prohibited the suspension of 
the police power of the State over 
rates. It means that the contractual 
determination as to what terms and 
conditions as to rates of fare that 
are best suited to public interest 
must be in harmony and not in de- 
fiance of the standard of public in- 
terest which the Legislature had it- 
self declared and established in a law 
which it made applicable to all street 
railways and utilities. 

‘Such a construction takes no un- 
due liberty with the fare provision 
of the Transit act. It restricts gen- 
eral and uncertain lan e and pre- 
vents non-action of the phew ure 
with respect to the Transit act from 
operating as an amendment to the 
Public Service Commissions act. By 
the language employed in the 
amendment of the Transit act in 
1912, it is inconceivable that it was 
the intent to vest the city with un- 
restrained discretion to suspend the 
police power over rates and leave it 
within its uncontrolled discretion to 
burden the city for an unlimited pe- 
riod with an exorbitant or extortion- 
ate fare, or to condemn it to an in- 
efficient service which would result 


from a non-compensatory rate. 


Indeed, Section 8 of the act pro- 
vides: ‘ : 

Every such contract shall con-

he single question is whether 
the City of Tampa is bound for 
thirty years from the date of its 
agreement to permit certain spec- 
ified rates to be charged, even if 
they ceased‘to be reasonable.

Legislature’s Power Inalienable. 


It further held that under the ine 
terpretation of the Constitution given 
by the Florida courts, the Legislature 
was not at liberty to give up the duty 
of preventing excessive charges.

That was what the Legislature did 
in the Public Service Commissions 
law. It declared a public policy as 
to rates and established a standard 
in the law itself (Section 26). The 
commission was created by the law 
not to initiate or establish a public 
policy or standard, but to administer 
and execute that established by the 
Legislature. Section 26 expressly 
prohibited the carrier itself from 
charging or collecting an unreason- 
able rate, thereby directly requirin 
that rates should at all times be kep 
reasonable in fact. 


Section 49 Called Mandatory. 


Section 49 imposes upon the come 
mission a duty to apply or execute 
that mandate of the law.

The plaintiff, having established its 
claim of confiscation of its property, 
is entitled to the injunctive relief it 
seeks.

Rulings on Precedent. 

The court’s decision was -based 
largely upon precedents established 
several years ago.

filed seven-cent fare schedules wit 
the Transit Commission under a sec- 
tion of the Public Service Commis- 
sion law which permitted the com- 
mission to suspend the filed rate and 
determine after public. hearing how 
much the com y should receive. 
The Transit Commission took the 
view that it could not change the 
contract rate and it was from that 
refusal that the company sought the 
protection of the Federal Court. 

The Court upheld the interpreta- 
tion of the effect of the Public Ser- 
vice law, and held that Contract 3 
did establish a rate of fare for the 
entire subway system. 


Ruling on Elevated Fare. 


With respect to the elevated lines 
the Court held that the rate of fare 
had been established by State stat- 
ute and that the Federal court could 
properly set aside this rate if it were 
found to be confiscatory. 


The Court took the view that the 
Legislature, in conferring upon the 
old Public Service Commission reg- 
ulatory powers in the 1907 act, in- 
‘tended to establish a definite policy 
of rate regulation, in order that fares 
might be neither too high nor too 
low. In the absence of specific leg- 
islation to the contrary this policy 
was held to apply to the rapid tran- 
sit lines as well as to other railroads. 

Following the language of the 
United States Supreme Court deci- 
sion in the Home Telephone and Tel- 
egraph case in Los Angeles, the stat- 
utory court ruled: 

“The police power is an attribute 
of cating yo f and is primarily vest- 
ed in the gislature. The State ma 
authorize a municipality to establis 
by an inviolable contract the rates 
to be charged by a public service 
corporation for a definite term not 
grossly unreasonable in point of time, 
and the effect of such a contract is 
to suspend during the life of the con- 
tract the governmental power of fix- 
ing and regulating the rates.’’ 


On Intent of Legislation. 


In the case of the 1913 subway con- 
tract, the making of the contracts 
was authorized by the Legislature, 
but there was no specific provision 
in the acts fixing a rate of fare. The 
Public Service Commission law was 


in force, moreover, and ‘‘the State 
courts have announced - that ‘there 
must be read into the contracts made 
after 1907 the authoritative regula- 
tion provided for by the Public Ser- 
vice Commission law,’’ the decision 
held, adding that ‘‘it would have 
been an easy matter for the Legisla- 
ture to have written into that act 
(the 1912 amendment to the Rapid 
Transit act) a statement excepting 
the rapid transit rates from the op- 
‘eration of the Public Service Com- 
mission law. It refrained from doing 
20 i word of fair implication.’’ 

“We therefore hold,” the Court 
wrote, ‘‘that the provisions of the 
lease in Contract 3, ‘“‘the lessee

Although the Interborough has 
asked only for a seyen-cent fare, the 
decision of the Federal Statutory 
Court granting an increase to 7 
cents temporarily, paves the way for 
a-fare of around.9 or 10 cents on 
the Interborough’s estimate of the 
value of the subway and elevated 


‘systems, it was pointed out yester- 


day. 

William H. Ransom, the Interbor- 
ough’s special counsel, said that the 
decision established. the Interbor- 
ough’s right to collect a fare high 
enough -to return 8 per cent. on the 
property owned by the city as well 
as upon its own property and the 
property leased from the Manhattan 
Railway Company. 

The Interborough’s estimate of the 
combined value of the subway and 
elevated lines is $898,793,648. An 8 
per cent. return on this valuation 
would yield $71,903,492, the court 
figured. The earnings on a five-cent 
fare in 1927 were. $22,622,761. This is 
$49,280,781 short of the amount which 


would be allowed by the Federal 
courts on the Interborough’s valua- 
tion figures. It is estimated that the 
additional two cents will produce 
about $26,000,000 a .year. If the 
Interborough’s valuations are found 
correct, a fare of nine cerits could be 
justified, 


Terms of Federal Rule. 


The Federal rule requires the re- 
turn to be earned on the whole prop- 
erty and the statutory court stressed 


‘that in its decision. In this instance, 


however, $342,380,000 was provided 
by the city and the city not only has 
not asked to be allowed to earn 8 
per cent, on its investment but is 
opposing the increase. The subways 
have never paid interest on the city’s 
investment in. the- lines contracted 
for in 1918. Interest on the bonds 
is carried in the annual city budget 
and is paid indirectly through taxes, 
The court’s decision pointed out 
that the five-cent fare produced on 
2.65 per cent. on the total inves 
ment in 1926. Based only on the 
value of company-owned property, 
the earnings were 3.61 per cent. 
The court’s ruling that the whole 
property must be taken into consid- 
eration .read as follows: , 
‘It is argued that if the plaintiff 
prevails and there is daily confisca- 
tion, the city-owned property may 
not be taken into consideration. ‘The 
return guaranteed is upon the prop- 
erty devoted-to public use.

Fare Controversy Began Feb. 1 
When I. R. T. Filed Plea for 
Rise in Five Days. 


THEN SOUGHT FEDERAL AID 


City and. Transit Board Tried to 
Keep Action in State Courts, 
but Company Moved First. 


The Federal Statutory Court deci- 
sion which yesterday gave to the In- 
‘terborough Rapid Transit’ Company 
victory for the time being in its cam- 
paign for a seven-cent fare, marked 
the close of a three months’ fight 
which began on Feb. 1 when the 
company filed with the Transit Com- 
mission a petition asking for a fare 
increase to become effective within 
five days under schedules submitted. 

The actual litigation began when 
the Interborough won a race for jur- 
isdiction by filing a complaint in 
equity with the United States Dis- 
trict Court on Feb. 14 at 9:20 A. M. 
The same afternoon the city and the 
Transit Commission filed actions in 
the Supreme Court aimed to pre- 
vent the Interborough from’ obtain- 
ing a fare increase, and got from 
Justice Edward J. Glennon tempo- 
rary restraining orders against vio- 
lation by the company of its five- 
cent fare contract with the city, 

The same afternoon the Transit 
Commission, which had refrained 
from acting on the increased fare pe- 
tition, met in hurried executive ses- 
sion and denied the company’s plea 
on the ground that it lacked juris- 
diction. Between Feb. 1 and Feb. 
14 members of the Transit Commis- 
sion and representatives of the city 
and the Board of Transportation 
held frequent conferences on the ad- 
visability of bringing State court 
proceaaaay™ against the Interbor- 
ough, but the company’s move in 
-seeking Federal relief caught them 
off guard. ~ ‘ 

State Court Actions Stayed. 


The Interborough’s next move was 
to, obtain from .Federal Judge. Fran- 
cis A. Winslow, at his home in 
Yonkers on the night of Feb. 17, a 
temporary restraining order holding 
up the actions brought by the city 
and the Transit Commission in the 
State courts. This order, returnable 
before Judge William Bondy, was 
argued on Feb. 21 and was con- 
tinued in force, the city’s only con- 
solation being a declaration by Wil- 
liam L. Ransom, counsel for the 
company, that, although the Inter- 
borough believed that it would be 
legally entitled to collect a seven- 
cent fare on and after March 3, it 
would make no attempt to do so 
until a Federal Statutory Court had 
granted it authority. 

‘The company’s formal application 
for an injunction which would per- 
mit it to put the seven-cent fare into 
effect pending final determination 
of its original suit against the city 
and Tarnsit Commission was filed 
on Feb. 28. It was this. application 
upon which the statutory court 
passed yesterday. The . application 
asked reference of the issues to a 
statutory court. Judge Bondy, a few 
days later, named Judge Manton and 
Judge Knox.as his associates on that 
tribunal. Final arguments on the 


company’s application were heard on 
April 2. 


Craig Drew City’s Answer. 


The city and Transit Commission 
did not file answers to the Inter- 
borough’s original complaint until 
the day of the closing arguments 
before the statutory court. The 
city’s answer was drawn by former 
Controller Charles L. Craig, retained 
at almost the eleventh hour as spe- 
cial counsel. It contained a counter- 
claim ‘seeking to compel the com- 
pany to return the subways to the 
city because of alleged breach of

Wireless to TH New YoRK Times. 

.LONDON, May 2:—Winston Church- 
ill, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
having already withdrawn one tax 
from his new budget, namely, that 
on kerosene; his deputy, A. M. 
Samuel, Financial Secretary of the 
Treasury, proposed tonight to reduce 
another, that on home-produced 
cigarette lighters. 
Samuels gave rise to an extraor- 
dinary scene in the House of-Com- 
mons. 

When a Conservative back-bencher 
moved to reduce the tax Mr. Samuel 
at first demurred, but after Colonel 
L. S$. Amery, Secretary of. State for 
Dominion Affairs and leader of the 
Protectionist Party in the Govern- 
ment, had whispered to him, Mr. 
Samuel gave way. 

Opposition members immediately 
began to taunt him with trying to 
introduce protection by a back door 
and betraying the cause of his chief, 
Mr. Churchill, who was absent 
through illness. 

So great grew the excitement that 
a stranger in the main gallery 
sprang to his feet, shouting: 

“Will you shut up, you-—.”’ 

Then he hurled his hat down into 
the House. He was immediately 
ejected. Meanwhile, other Cabinet 
Ministers, apprised of what was hap- 
pening, flocked into the House, and 
a difficult situation for the Govern- 
ment was solved by the mover of 
the amendment which had caused 
all the trouble, agreeing to postpone 


it. 

“T do not envy the Financial Secre- 
tary when he meets the convalescent 
Chancellor of the Exchequer,’’ iron- 
ically observed Philip Snowden, 
former Labor Chancellor. 

Mr. Churchill is suffering from in- 
fluenza and running a high tempera- 
ture.

PATERSON MAN SLAIN. 


Italian, Said by Wife to Have Been 
a Gambler, Shot and Beaten. 


PATERSON, N. J., May 2 ®).— 
Louis Curgio, 20 years old, .of 356 
Getty Avenue, was murdered early 
today on a lonely road along the Mor- 
ris Canal between Black Mills and 
Griggstown, N. J., according to 
County Detective C. D. Hanlon and 
State Trooper Fuchs of Somerville, 
who came here tonight and started 
back to Somerville with Mrs. Curgio 
and Detectives Edward Moore and 
Michael Downey of Paterson.

One Newspaper Welcomes it-as 
a Possible Solution of the 
Transit Tangle. 


ANOTHER URGES A FIGHT 


Serious Ordeal by Major Part of 
City’s Inhabitants to. Pay a 
Higher Fare Is Also Seen. 


Editorial comment: in New York 
City newspapers reveals varying re-

On the one hand it is welcomed, as 
were a ible solution of the 
local transit tangle, while ‘on the 
other the city is called upon to con- 
test it vigorously. Excerpts from 
various editorials follow: 


Decision Is Welcomed. 


From The Herald Tribune. 

“The decision of the United States 
Court granting the Interborough a 
7-cent fare pending the final decision 
of its suit therefor, is to be welcomed 
as containing a possible solution of 
the desperately mangled transit prob- 
lem in the city. We say this without 
feeling that either side in the litiga- 
tion is entitled to public approval or 
sympathy. The Interborough has 
failed to perform its full duty as a 
public carrier. The city has failed 
even more agreeingly to live up to its 
‘obligations. The present era of liti- 
gations, of which the subway traveler 
is the chief victim, is the logical con- 
sequence of the policies of unsound 
financing and threat of seizure which 
— controlled the city administra- 

ion. 

“It would be idle to attempt to pass 
at the present time upon the events 
of the legal findings of the present 
decision. Not until the Supreme 
Court has spoken upon the issues in- 
volved can this difficult and compli- 
cated dispute be regarded as settled 
with finality. The important fact 
for the citizens of New York is the 
possibility that at last a method may 
have been found for compelling the 
City of New York to approach its

“In its suit the Interborough put 
forth two claims: (1) that this deci- 
sion made the fare provisions of its 
contract of 1913 subject to regulation 
‘by the Transit, Commission; and (2) 
that the fare provisions of that con- 
tract, which were intended to be 
operative over the old as well as the 
new lines, superseded those of the 
contracts of 1900 and 1902. The court 
fully sustained this contention. It 
even went so far as to say that with- 
out the law of 1907 and the contract 
of 1913 the company would not now 
be entitled to. judicial relief. 

‘The court ruled not only that the 
Transit Commission has the power to 
exercise the rate-making power but 
that its exercise is mandatory and 
not optional, as its counsel had 
argued; and that its repeated refusal 
to act. in the face of evidence that 
the existing fare was inadequate 
made it appropriate that a Federal 
court should intervene to prevent 
confiscation. It therefore authorized 
a temporary fare of 7 cents pending 
the. report of a master.to be ap- 
po! by the court, and announced 
that the city and the Transit Com- 
mission would be enjoined from at- 
tempting to enforce the five-cent 
fare. The company, meanwhile, is 
required to give bond to reimburse 
the passengers in the event that the 
temporary fare should prove to be 
excessive. 

“This does not mean that the in- 
crease will become effective imme- 
diately. The city has the option of 
obtaining a stay, pending appeal, by 
application either to the Statuory 
Court or directly to the Supreme 
Court of the United States.’’

TESTS MADE IN NEW JERSEY 


Man Who Has Been Communicating 
With French Operator Since Jan. 1 
Talks With Californians. 


‘ 


Radio.amateurs are breaking a new 
trail into the unknowns of the short 
wave spectrum around ten meters, 
which has been cast aside by radio 
engineers as useless for communica- 
tion. By order of the Federal Radio 
Commission the ultra-frequency re- 
gion between 9.99 and 10.71 meters 
was opened on March 8 for the ama- 
teur experimenters. 

C. K. Atwater of Upper Montclair, 
N. J., owner of station NU-2JN, re- 
ported yesterday that he had_ suc- 
ceeded in holding two-way communi- 
cations on ten meters with amateur 
stations on the Pacific Coast. They 
were 6ANN, Long Beach, Cal., owned 
by W. A. Adams, and ‘6UF, Los 
Gatos, Cal., owned by W. W. Bitel. 
He said he believed the conversation 
with GANN, was the first ever held 
on ten meters from coast to coast. 
The contact was established on low 
power. Mr. Atwater is employed in 
the radio division of the Westing- 
Scr Lamp Company of Bloomfield, 


“‘My first real achievement on the 
ten meter wave length, in which I 
ore been interested for some time, 

ned some time ago, when I suc- 
dad in establishing contact across 


the Atlantic Ocean with EF-8CT, an 


amateur station of Arachon, France, 
owned by Pierre Auschitzky,’’ said 
Mr. Atwater. ‘Neither my station 
nor the French amateur used great 
power, yet we were able, except in 
short intervening periods of fading, 
to converse back and forth from 9: 5 
A. M., Eastern Standard Time, until 
11:40 A. M.. The first contact was 
made on Jan. 1, 1928, following pre- 
vious arrangements made on the 
twenty-meter band with the French 
amateur, to lower our wave to ten 
meters and carry out some experi- 
ments.”’ 

Mr. Atwater said that since that 
time he had been able to communi- 
cate regularly with the French ex- 
perimenter. 

The American Radio Relay League 
of Hartford, Conn., headquarters of 
the amateur organization - ‘in this 
country, which is affiliated with nu- 
merous foreign amateur groups, re- 
ports that with the —s of the 
bands by the commission, dozens of 
its members have constructed ten- 
meter transmitters and receivers and 
that their efforts have already pro- 
duced encouraging results. 

The league Sxproes the opinion 
that the ten-meter band might yet 
prove of actual worth in long-dis- 
tance transmission of messages by 
radio and that experiments by ama- 
teurs might ultimately solve many 
difficulties on this band hitherto con- 
sidered insuperable by communica- 
tion engineers.

Germany’s Great Runner Injures 
Right Ankle and May Not 
Compete at Amsterdam. 


TRAINING PROGRAM UPSE 


Fear Felt That He Will Be Unable 
to Resume Work Until Too 
Late for Games. 


By The Associated Press. . 

WICKERSDORF,. Germany, May 
2.—Dr. Otto Peltzer, German runner, 
has injured his right ankle, shatter- 
ing one of Germany’s greatest hopes 
for success in the Olympic Games. 

Dr. Peltzer injured his right ankle 
when he was taking part in a field 
day at Poessneck on Sunday. He 
was playing handball and fell in a 
general scuffle. 

At first it was believed that the 
injury was not serious, but the at- 
tending physician now fears that 
weeks may elapse before the runner 
will be able to resume training and 
it may then be too late for him to 
get in condition for the games at 
Amsterdam. 

The news caused grave distress in 
sporting circles throughout Ger- 
many, as Dr. Peltzer, who ran in the 
mile and 1,000 meter events in the 
United States last Winter, was held 
he be Germany’s: greatest -Olympic 

ope. 


Holds Three World’s Marks. 


The 28year-old footrunning ace, 
Dr. Peltzer; is the holder of three of- 
cial world’s records, the most note- 
worthy of which is his outdoor mark 
of 1:513-5 for the half-mile. The 
others are 500 and 800 meters. 

If the galloping German’s injury 
keeps him out of the Olympics it 
will blast his greatest ambition, 
which was to win the 800-meter title 
in a race in which his prospective 
opponents would include Lloyd 

ahn, the American star, and Doug- 
las Lowe of England, the present 
Olympic champion. 

Dr. Peltzer was a spectator in New 
York during the special race last 
March when Hahn broke the indoor 
half-mile record and bettered the 
German’s outdoor mark. MHahn’s 
time was 1:512-5.. After the race 
Dr. Peltzer expressed the hope that 
he and Hahn would engage in a rec- 
ord-breaking due] at Amsterdam. 

Dr. Peltzer has been Germany’s 
athletic hero ever since he conquered 
the great Paavo Nurmi in Berlin in 
a 1,500-meter race two years ago.

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CALIFORNIA AND AFTER. 


When a military commander se- 
lects his own battleground, chooses 
his own weapons, and announces 
that he is going to annihilate the 
enemy, his mouth is shut when the 
enemy annihilates him. This is what 
has happened in the California 
Democratic primary. If Governor 
SMITH was to be stopped anywhere, 
it was to be there. The Democratic 
leader who was previously in abso- 
lute control of the party organiza- 
tion in California was against him. 
Two rival candidates for the Presi- 
Coney were put into the field, one 
Wet, the other Dry, one a Catho- 
lic, the other a Protestant, in the 
obvious hope that together they 
would pull enough votes away from 
Governor SMITII to place him in a 
minority. The Governor had no 
newspaper support in California. 
His friends were not able, as were 
those of the other candidates, to cir- 
culate campaign documents under a 
Congressional frank. Whatever or- 
ganization the Smith supporters had 
was improvised. No political fight 
ever took place with more or more 
serious disadvantages for the man 
who came out triumphant. 

It is the severest test to which 
Governor SMITH’S candidacy has 
been subjected. Not he, but his op- 
ponents, declared that it would be 
critical and decisive. If he is able, 
against such strong opposition, to 
sweep California, as’ he has done, 
winning more votes than his rivals 
combined, nothing now seems likely 
to interfere with his victorious 
march toward the nomination at 
Houston. This is now universally 
conceded by fair-minded politicians 
and political writers. It is not a 
question of prophecy but of per- 
formance. The demonstration of 
Governor SMITH’S extraordinary hold 
upon the voters in all parts of. the 
country is now complete. East 
Coast, West Coast, all around the 
country! So established a personal 
popularity seems invincible. There 
is likely to be something like a rush 
of hitherto hesitant Democrats to 
hail the indicated victor. 

There is nothing in the defeat of 
Governor SMITH’sS two opponents in 
California to cause them humilia- 
tion. Both Senator REED and Sena- 
tor WALSH stood on their own 
record, without attacking Governor 
SMITH. They can now gracefully 
withdraw from a contest which 
they see to be hopeless. The power- 
ful Smith movement is in reality 
one for party harmony and hopeful- 
ness. Even Mr. McApDoo, who, has 
been so roughly handled -by his 
formér stanch supporters in Cali- 
fornia, can have his place in Demo- 
cratic counsels again if he wishes it, 
after cheerfully accepting the result 
or the California primary. When 
popular sentiment takes such a 
striking form there is nothing for 
politicians to do but to bow to it. 
The Democratic Aladdin has rubbed 
his lamp, and all that is left for the 
jinns ‘of the party is to hasten to 
respond, “ Here ‘we are.”

THE SEVEN-CENT FARE. 


The Federal Court’s decision in 
favor of the Interborough, permit- 
ting that company to charge a 
seven-cent fare on all.its lines, did 
not come wholly as a surprise. At 
first the city appeared to accept 
the company’s challenge with the 
utmost confidence. Did not the five- 
cent fare rest on a contract, which 
the courts were bound to sustain? 
The impression was general that in 
this respect the legal contest dif- 
fered radically from an ordinary 


20|rate case. It soon developed, how- 


ever, that all was not going well 
with the conduct of the city’s case. 
There were disputes, then doubts. 

Stripped of technicalities of more 
interest to the lawyer than the 
Straphanger, there are four vital 
points in the decision. It extends 
the authority of the Transit Com- 
;| Mission to raise fares which are un- 
8 | webscinghly low even when the lower 
fare is a matter of contract. It holds 
the five-cent fare, both on the sub- 
Ways and elevated lines, to be con- 
fiscatory. It allows the Interbor- 
ough to charge a seven-cent fare 
pending the report of a special mas- 
ter. But it leaves the city one re- 
course: to file an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, first posting a bend to 
cover any award that it may make. 
In that event the lower court will 
grant the necessary stay. Or the 
city may apply to the higher court 
for it. 

Here is an issue of momentous 
significance for the future of rapid 
transit in New York City. If the 
dual contracts are not binding on 
the Interborough, they are not 
binding on the B. M. T., although 
the latter can hardly make the 
same plea of poverty under present 
operating conditions. If the seven- 
cent fare stands, the city will pre- 
sumably derive its share of the 
benefits, and that will help out 
straitened finances, but city officials 
are in no mood to accept this gra- 
tuity. They will find it difficult, 
too, under the new dispensation, to 
enter into satisfactory contractual 
relations with any operator. Under 
the circumstances Mayor WALKER is 
fully warranted in his determination 
to carry the case promptly to the 
Supreme Court. 


MAY DAY IN EUROPE. 


In only one of the European capi- 
tals was the first of May signalized 
by public disorder; and the fatali- 
ties in Warsaw resulted from a clash 
between Socialists and Communists. 
This incident is characteristic of the 
change which has come over the 
workers’ movement in Western Eu- 
rope since the Bolshevist revolution. 
That has driven a sharp wedge be- 
tween the Socialists proper and the 
militant adherents of the Third In- 
ternational. The two parties face 
each other with a bitterness greater 
than that against the capitalist or- 
der. From the Communist side there 
is no effort to conceal a purpose to 
undermine political socialism and the 
Socialist trade unions preparatory to 
the triumph of the real “ revolu- 
tion.” Socialists are aware of this, 
and are at pains to cite the mischief 
that has been done to the cause of 
labor by the disruptive tactics for- 
mulated at Moscow or pursued in 
imitation of Moscow. We hear noth- 
ing now of the efforts formerly spon- 
sored by British labor radicals to 
bring about a “united front” be- 
tween the Socialist and Communist 
Internationals. From the first the 
Continental Socialists have set their 
face against any dealings with the 
enemy except on the basis of a 
formal recantation of the Commu- 
nist heresy. 

.. In one sense there is truth in the 
Moscow taunt that the old-style So- 
clalists have beccme ‘the allies and 
“lackeys” of the capitalist system, 

‘he Socialists of. Western Europe 
are more firmly set than they were 
against a class war waged by vio- 
lence. They seem to be more than 
ever. convinced. that society. can 
evolve into socialism only if thé 
process of transformation is not to 
plunge the working classes into a 
misery much deeper than what they 
strive.to. escape from. The Social- 
‘Sts of Western Europe are thus in a 
real sense much more sharply crit- 
‘cal of the results of the Bolshevist 
experiment than are some “ bour- 
zeois”’. observers..of the - Russian 
scene. By every concrete test the

OUR OWN MEDICINE. 


In his negotiations with the Gov- 


ernment -Cinema Control Commis- 


sion of France, which is to weigh 
anew its recent drastic conclusion, 
does WILL H. Hays ever think of the 
protective tariff system to which he 
and his party are committed? If 
the French Commissioners have not 
answered American movie protests 
with the tariff analogy, they have 
simply been living up to their na- 
tional ideal of politeness. For the 
analogy is there. 

Several days ago it was an- 
nounced that for every four Amer- 
ican films distributed in France the 
motion-picture interests of this coun- 
try would have to buy national rights 
to at least one French picture. On 
these terms the conferences came to 
a deadlock. The American Com- 
missioners booked on the Majestic. 
reminding many of that fevered 
time when the George Washington 
was ordered to Brest to receive a 
more distinguished American group 
which had been conferring in Paris 
on matters of far greater moment. 
But on appeal from Ambassador 
HERRICK the French film commission 
reconsidered. What will be the out- 
come of the reopened consultations 
is not known. There is some talk of 
making the ratio seven to one, but 
even then—the dispatches prophesy 
—the American picture interests will 
not agree. What they prefer is a 
probationary period of one year dur- 
ing which they will (1) attempt to 
make pictures for French distribu- 
tion that will not offend that na- 
tion’s feelings and sense of taste; 
(2) buy whatever French films have 
a@ reasonable chance of box-office 
success in America, and (3) be 
hosts to a commission from France 
to Hollywood to study how the pic- 
tures are made. 

At this point comes the high tariff 
analogy. The French are insisting 
on a quota arrangement for the 
frank reason that they want to pro- 
tect the film industry in France. 
For the same reason this nation puts 
import duties on many articles made 
in France which, on a freer trading 
basis, would cut down the home 
market for similar home industries. 
But the French film commission has 
@ counter-problem, for if the Ameri- 
can picture men will not accept its 
quota terms and withdraw entirely 
from France, the film industry there 
will suffer in another direction. Sel- 
dom do our Republican tariff makers 
have to face a two-horned dilemma. 
This country is big and rich, and its 
consuming population is too vast. 
Independent producers have cabled 
M. HERRIOT not to worry over the 
threat of the Hays group to leave 
France, assuring him they do not 
speak for the independents. This 
helps M. HERRIOT a little, but he does 
not know exactly how much, nor 
does any one else. 


COLONEL LINDBERGH’S PLANS. 


In some quarters Colonel LIND- 
BERGH is being advised that if he 
makes a second flight across the 
Atlantic it will be in the nature of 
an anti-climax and his reputation 
will suffer. Nothing could be further 
from his thoughts. In fact, he dep- 
recates Atlantic flights that are not 
intended to advance commercial avi- 
ation. He has resolved to devote 
himself to the promotion of useful 
flying and has already given proofs 
of this, such as the educational tour 
of the.country and the good-will 
flight to Mexico, Central America 
and the West Indies. So there need 
be no speculation of a sensational 
nature about plans that are in the 
making in association with others 
who are also dedicated to the best 
interests of commercial aviation. 

To THE NEW YORK TIMES Colonel 
LINDBERGH said that he is interested 
“in the feasibility of flying between 
“North America and Europe by 
“way of Greenland and Iceland.” 
Whether the course could be laid 
from a Western State across Can- 
ada to Greenland to avoid fogs, as 
STEFANSSON has suggested, or by 
way of Newfoundland and Labrador, 
the: aim would be utilitarian and 
mo unnecessary hazards would be 
taken. On the round-the-world 
flight in 1924 Lieutenant SMITH of 
the United States Army and his lit- 
tle command came home by way of 
the . Arctic Circle, flying ‘from 
Brough, on the River Humber, York- 
shire to Kirkwall, Orkney Islands, 
thence to Hornafjord, Iceland; Rey- 
kjavik, Iceland; Fredriksdahl, 
Greenland; to I[vigtut, Greenland, to 
icy ‘Tickle, Labrador, and on down 
the North American coast to Pictou 
and Boston, with no very serious 
mishaps. The successful crossing 
of the North Atlantic by Lieutenants 
SMITH, NELSON and WADE in Au- 
gust» would .make an instructive 
precedent for Colonel LINDBERGH. 
A. -flight eastward should be more 
practicable in suitable weather. 
The Danish Government has col- 
lected useful meteorological data 
which would be available. Also it 
could suggest landing places in or 
near Greenland and Iceland. 

Professor Hopss of the University 





of Michigan, who established. obser- 
watagies. in Greenland eet liumamet 


for the study of fog and storm, 
must now be in-a position to give 
Colonel LINDBERGH valuable infor- 
mation about flying weather.. The 
land masses and islands north of the. 
Arctic .Circle and of Scotland are 
suited to stop-flights between Amer- 
ica and Europe. There are some, 
among them Major LANPHIER of the 
Army, who contend that air navi- 
gation between America and Europe 
can follow no other course safely. 
Yet it must remain a problem until 
a series of flights is made by ex- 
perienced pilots in planes of the 
latest construction. Reports link the 
names of LINDBERGH and LANPHIER 
as pioneers, and it would be an ex- 
cellent combination. 


MORE PROHIBITION ZEAL. 


In a case arising under the Anglo- 
American treaty to prevent the 
smuggling of liquors into this coun- 
try, which became valid a little less 
than. three years ago, Chief Justice 
TAFT spoke of “ the considerate pur- 
pose” of Great Britain to discour- 
age illicit importation into the Uni- 
ted States by any of her merchant 
vessels. ‘That considerate purpose 
was further evidenced by the ar- 
rangements of 1926, known as the 
Bahama Agreement, removing some 
restrictions on the. activities of 
American rum-chasers in Bahaman 
waters, furnishing lists of clearance 
of the British vessels in those waters 
and so on. Several instances have 
been published, some of them pretty 
rank, of specific violations of the 
Agreement on the part of our Coast 
Guard. 

There has been a continual official 
correspondence on the matter. At 
last the British Ambassador has 
sent to the State Department a note 
described in our dispatches as a 
“protest” against the methods of 
enforcement employed by the Coast 
Guard outside of our territorial 
waters. Disputes of fact and juris- 
diction are inevitable under this 
“administrative cooperation” of 
two Governments to enforce on the 
water a law so largely non-enforce- 
able on land. _We have no disposi- 
tion to prejudge a controversy on 
which the Treasury Department has 
yet to say its best word for the 
benefit of the State Department. But 
these British. complaints of failure 
of the revenue cutters to fulfill the 
easy formalities to which they are 
bound in visiting British ports look 
natural. : 

There is no sound reason, except 
the seeking of American good-will, 
why the British Government or the 
British Colonial authorities should 
take a hand in furthering the execu- 
tion of an American statute. The 
Coast Guard, in compensation for 
the concessions given, should be 
scrupulous not to overstep either the 
letter or the spirit of the Agreement. 
Unfortunately, delicacy of this sort 
is impossible to prohibition zeal. 
There is but one law. On sea or 
land go.as far as you like or can. 
A few weeks ago a British passen- 
ger and freight boat was fired on, 
off the Florida coast, by a Coast 
Guard destroyer. The British Gov- 
ernment, in its blindness, ‘has con- 
tinued to remonstrate against this 
little Dry. exuberance. Why should 
the British be more immune than 
Americans from these pleasing lit- 
tle reminders of triumphant Vol- 
steadism ? 

It is an invariable habit of the 
Coast Guard, we believe, to fire on 
the Harvard crew, sea-borne to New 
London, If all the American yachts- 
men whose boats have received the 
peppery attentions of the same regu- 
lators of. morals on the deep were 
collected, a good-sized hall would be 
needed for the meeting. These 
pleasantries, the curious lawlessness 
which prohibition breeds in its of- 
ficial bosom, cannot be appreciated 
by foreigners. The British Govern- 
ment, registering a growing list of 
complaints, stands patiently by the 
aieitenaiee 


NEW YORK SCHOOL PRIMARIES. 


There were on May 1 assemblies 
in the rural parts of New York 
which have attracted little notice but 
which were certainly as important 
as any held in the cities. They 
were meetings of voters in nearly 
9,000 common school districts to con- 
sider and decide questions of “ tre- 
mendous importance,” so Commis- 
sioner GRAVES has spoken of them, 
relative to the support and conduct 
of essential institutions of the State. 
Considerable progress has been m. de 
toward giving the country boy and 
girl as good a chance for an elemen- 
tary and high school education as 
the city. boy or girl. The increased 
contribution from the State treasury, 
which is at least ten times greater 
annually than it was ten years ago, 
has greatly helped to make this pos- 
sible, for it has tended to equ lize 
the burden and so give to the chil- 
dren of the poorer districts the same 
educational opportunity that those 
in the richer districts enjoy. There 
has even been a special increase for 
the rural schools, which ‘is justifiec 
by the fact that they have eacorhten 
fallen, behind. 

There is ob iously an improve- 
ment in the rural school situation in 
this State. The people are them- 
selves showing greater interest in 
providing better schools and the 
State Education Department ‘1s 
wisely leading toward a “central 
district system’ -under which the 
schools for the younger children will 
be kept near their homes and* Ligh 
schools provided within reasonable 
distance. The modification of the old 





‘dist ict 1 te: i: has “be ‘i ote 10 ¥, but 


the building of better roads and the 
coming of the motor car are hasten- 
ing the. change... Moreover, more 
and more attention is given to rural 
schools by those interested in the 
problems of public education. 

Commissioner GRAVES in a letter to 
the trustees of all the districts, in 
advance of these May Day meetings, 
urged not only the selection of of- 
ficials who would take a genuine 
interest in the schools, make suffi- 
cient appropriations to employ a 
satisfactory teacher, supply | the 
needed equipment and keep ths 
building in repair, but also the ap- 
pointment of committees to visit a 
central school district, if one has nct 
yet been established for the schools 
of their vicinity, and thus to become 
acquainted with the advantages 
which it has to offer.. 


COURTEOUS CENSORSHIP. 


In clearing the two plays of which 
complaint was made recently Dis- 
trict Attorney BANTON made a 
statement in which he also tried to 
clear himself of the charge of cen- 
sorship. His position is difficult. 
Probably even the producers of 
“Maya” would admit that. On one 
hand he confronts a group which 
would have him attend every theat- 
rical opening for the purpose of see- 
ing with his own eyes the percen- 
tage of objectionable lines an¢ situ- 
ations. On the other are those will- 
ing to let producers put on any- 
thing. They regard his compliance 
with the terms of an existing law 
as unwarranted officiousness. If 
he sends a deputy to see a play of 
which complaint has been honestly 
made by a person offended, = 
call him a busybody. 

His effort to step out of this un- 
comfortable situation is not com- 
pletely successful. Refusing the 
Suggestion that he visit every play 
on the ground that he hates to be 
a “snooper,” he also refuses to con- 
tinue the “courtesy” formerly ex- 
tended to plays of which complaint 
has been made. This courtesy was 
extended to “Maya.” It consisted 
of a “warning,” which to the pro- 
ducers: was indistinguishable from a 
threat. If.the play was not closed 
voluntarily, it would be prosecuted, 
and if convicted the Wales law 
would be invoked and the theatre 
would be padlocked for a year. It 
is said often by the supporters of 
this kind of censorship that if the 
producers had a clear conscience 
and felt confident of acquittal they 
would have taken their case into 
court. But the risk of conviction is 
too great, not perhaps for the pro- 
ducer, but for the theatre owner, 
who is joined by other owners in 
refusing to house so hazardous an 
undertaking. 

If Mr. BANTON does not himself 
inspect plays he is nevertheless re- 
sponsible’ for. the. action of his. as- 
sistants. It seems futile to say 
“there is no censorship in New 
York” when something that smells 
exactly like it can be scented in the 
wind along Broadway. “No one can 
“prevent a person from producing 
“any play that he chooses,” says the 
District Attorney. And no one. can 
induce a theatre owner to rent his 
house to a show which has received 
a “courteous warning.”

One needs not resort 
to Span‘h to say in plain language 
that all this is solemn nonsense.

Influence THOMPSON, U. S. A., re- 
Faded. tired, has won a: Brit- 
‘ish War Office prize is 
the most recent in a: succession 
of items of the same gort. General 
THOMPSON for years has stood out as 
one of the greatest of the small 
arms experts and inventors in the 
world. He had resigned from the 
army ‘when America entered: the 
World :War, but returned at once 
and made a distinguished record in 
the Ordnance Department. His job 
‘was to get rifles into the hands of 
the American troops, and he did it 
with a celerity which is remembered 
yet. 

Accounts of the prize-winning rifle 
mentioned the fact that the General’s 
son, Colonel MarceLLus THOMPSON, is 
now associated with him in the pri- 
vate arms business. An early inci- 
dent in the Colonel’s life apparently 
could not check heredity, for he was 
exposed for a time to one of the most 
pacific influences of the nineteenth 
century. When General THomMPsON 
was a second lieutenant, stationed at 
Little Rock (so runs the tale), Mrs. 
THOMPSON took their two-months-old 
child North to escape the heat. The 
future Colonel THompson was fret- 
ful, whereupon a gentleman in the 
car, a‘ gentleman with side-whiskers 
and a Cambridge accent, volunteered 
to nurse the baby. This task he per- 
formed with rare success, skill and 
apparent enjoyment, explaining that 
he was used to children, came of a 
large family and one deeply con- 
cerned with the care of the young.

AID NEEDED FOR GOOD WORK] 


Commissioner Coler Makes an Ap- 


peal for the Big Sisters... 
To. the Editor of The New.York Times: _ 

I wish to call your attention to a 
movement which, in my opinion, is 
not only making a success of a pe- 
culiarly delicate piece of welfare 
work, but is at the same time prov- 
ing. the feasibility of. an idea which 
must eventually become the govern- 
ing principle of all private philan- 
thropies in New York City. 

The Big Sisters, headed by Lady 
Armstrong of the Catholic Big Sis- 
ters; Mrs. Sidney Borg of the Jewish 
organization and Mrs. Willard 
Parker Jr. of the Protestant, places | 
women representatives in the courts 
to lend a helping hand to women 
and girls who get into difficulties, 
This work,.conducted by these three 
separate but harmoniously’ adjusted 
organizations, is in itself deserving 
of generous. support. 

At the moment, however, I should 
like to centre attention upon the 
significance of the Cooperative Com- 
mittee which determines the policies 
of this organization and conducts its 
united financial appeals. This com- 
mittee is a convincing refutation of 
a@ quite commonly held assumption 
that Protestant, Catholic and Jew 
cannot work together and at the 
same time retain their spiritual in- 
dependence. Nowhere within my ob- 
servation is the spirit of cooperation 
and understanding among the three 
great faiths so well exemplified as 
in the work of this body. 

Mutual recognition of a great prin- 
ciple is the thing that makes possi- 
ble this splendid cooperative effort. 
If there are elements in the three 
great faiths that will always keep 
their devotees in some degree sepa- 
rated as social groups, there are 
other elements that will always bind 
them together in the common service 
of humanity. Notably among the 
latter is the basic principle of the 
preservation of the family. This 
principle is sacred alike to all three 
of the faiths, and at the same time 
fundamental to the welfare of the 
State. 

Common adherence to this prin- 
ciple, regardless of religious distinc- 
tions, is creating a definite trend 
among private philanthropies which 
promises well for the future. I feel 
that this trend is toward organiza- 
tions based upon some great spiri- 
tual conviction, and that all so-called 
non-sectarian work which is not so 
motivated must come to the State. 
There are certain things that the 
State must do. Ambulance service, 
for example, could not be left to the 
uncertainty of private support. On 
the other hand, there are services 
that. only private organizations im- 
bued with spirituality can perform 
well. The Big Sister movement is 
one such service which I could never 
imagine being performed. either by 
civil employes or by social workers 
with a background of materialistic 
social philosophy. bd 

The great Catholic and Jewish fed- 
erations of social work in New York 
are fine expressions of this trend, 
and I am sure it will not be long 
before the’ recently formed Protes- 
tant Federation will have equal 
strength. An intimate council of rep- 
resentatives of the-three great faiths 
would, in my opinion, go far toward 
solving some of the perplexing prob- 
lems.in charity financing and admin- 
istration which now confront our 
city. Neither of the faiths would 
lose anything that is essentially its 
own; on the other hand, they would 
all gain’ in increased public confi- 
dence and support. 

The Big Sister movement is at the 
present moment conducting its an- 
nual appeal for maintenance funds. 
If any reader can see his way clear 
to send me a check for this fund, I 
shall accept it and turn it over to 
the organization treasurer, not only 
as a contribution to the fine work 
of the ‘Bir, Sisters, but also as an en- 
dorsement. of the enlightened atti- 
tude toward cooperative social work 
which the organization, represents.

of this hind, that of South Dakota vs. North 
Carolina, in which the United States Su- 
preme Court upheld the validity of repudi- 
ated bonds of the tatter State donated to 
South Dakota hospitals, but also’ an out+ 
standing precedent for such donations; ‘that 
set by the philanthropist and friend of the 
South, George Peabody, who was certainly 
never guilty of a light-minded action. 
in pursuance of his schemes for the pro- 
motion of education in .the Southern States. 
this benefactor in 1867 placed $1,000,000. of 
Mississippi’ bends amung other securities in 
the hands of his trustees for that purpose. 
In 1868, his last year on earth, he similarly 
donated erenpe of Florida bonds issued 
prior to 1845. ‘ 
None of these bonds was ever paid. His 
trustees in 1871 addressed a mernorial to 
the Mississippi Lexisiature in the hope that 
some provision mixht be made for the re- 
demption of the securities. The only re- 
sponse was an amendinent to thd Mississippi 
State Constitution. adopted shortly after- 
ward, forbidding payment or redemption of 
the bonds defaulted since 1842., The same 
year that the amendment was carried the 
State drew $10,000 in cash for the support of 
their schouls from the Peabody Fund, not to 
speak of the far greater benefits it has de- 
rived from it since then.

“THOMAS PAINE’S VIEWS. 


His Ideas. on _.Constitution Differ 

From Opinions of Some People. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In these when professional 
patriots. anid blind worshipers ° of 
things as; they oe with respect to 
Constitution an d government . pre-, 

sume to proscribe all advocacy and 
anvacubdt ek thes ve ieptoteelh, 
it may be helpful to quote a few re- 
marks by one of the real. founders, 
‘Thomas Paine, whose distinguished 
service to the cause: of American .in- 
dependence was attested on numer- 
ous occasions ‘by his close friend 
and co--orker George. W: n, 
as shown by authentic histérical 
records-of the early days before and 
after the Revolution. Regarding con- 
stitutions and allied matters, in Part 
II of “The Rights of Man,’’ written 
in 1792; Paine says: 

“The Constitution, of America, and 
also that of France, have either af- 
fixed a period for their revision or 
laid down the mode by which im- 
provements shall be made. It is per- 
haps impossible to establish anything 
that combines principles with opin- 
-ions-and practice which the progress 
of circumstances, through a length 
of years, will not in some measure 
derange or render inconsistent; and, 
therefore, to prevent inconveniences 
accumulating, till they discourage 
reformations, or provoke revolutions, 
it is best to provide the means of 
regulating them as they occur. The 
Rights of Man are the rights of all 
generations of men and cannot be 
monopolized by any. That which is 
worth following will be followed for 
the sake of its worth; and it is in 
this ‘that its security lies and not 
in any conditions with which it may 
be encumbered. When a man leaves 
property to his heirs, he does not ‘ 
connect it with an obligation that 
they shall accept it. Why, then, 
should we do otherwise with respect 
to constitutions? 

“The best constitution that could 
now be devised, consistent with the 
condition of the present moment, 
may be far short of that excellence 
which a few years may afford. There 
is a morning of reason rising upon 
man, on the subject of government, 
that has not appeared before. As 
the barbarism of the present old 
Governments expires, the moral con- 
dition of nations, with respect to 
each other, will be changed. Man 
will not be brought up with the sav- 
age idea of considering his species 
as his enemy because the accident 
of hirth gave the individuals ex- 
istence in countries distinguished by 
different names; and, as constitu- 
tions have always some relation to 
external as well as to domestic cir- 
cumstances, the means of benefiting 
by every change, foreign.or domestic, 
should be a part of every constitu- 
tion. 

“‘Government ought to be as_ much 
open to improvement as. anything 
which appertains to man; instead of 
which, if has been monopolized, 
from age to age, by the most igno- 
rant and vicious of the. human race. 
Need we. any other proof of their 
wretched management than. the ex- 
cess of debts and taxes with which 
every nation groans, and the quarrels 
into which they have precipitated. 
the world? 

‘‘Whatever the form or constitu- 
tion of government may be, it. ought 
to have no other object. than the 
general happiness. When, instead of 
this, it operates to create and in- 
crease wretchedness in any of the 
parts of society, it is on a wrong 
system, and ‘reformation is neces- 
sary.’’ 

The foregoing embodies the real 
spirit of. Americanism, which, is the 
exact antithesis of the shoddy substi- 
tutes so smugly and noisily pro- 
claimed on every hand by individuals 
and groups which exploit patriotism 
as a thing of individual and‘ group 
benefit, than which there could be 
nothing more false and shameful. 
Patriotism, to mean anything, must 
mean. unselfish. devotion to the good 
of the country; and the good of the 
country must include all, not nierely 
a few, of its inhabitants. What is 
most needed today is a rengissance 
of the real spirit of Americanism, 
for the. good not only of Americans 
but of all mankind as well. America 
today is sunk in the mire of sordid 
statesmanship, cheap partisanship 
and unprincipled exploitation of 
every variety, and the only salva- 
tion lies in a return to the moral 
principles and grandeur of its true 
founders.

SHIP EXPLOSIVES SAFELY. 


Institute of Makers Report No Loss 
of Life Last Year. 


About five hundred million pounds 
of dangerous explosives were trans- 
ported through the United States and 
Canada last year without any loss of 
life or injury to life, with a total 
money loss of only $45, according to 
the annual report of. the Chief In- 
spector of the Bureau for the Safe 
Transportation of Explosives and 
Other Dangerous Articles, of the In- 
stitute of makers of explosives which 
describes the record as unprece- 
dented. 

The report, which was announced 
yesterday by the institute, 103 Park 
Avenue, shows that transportation 
was furnished for ‘all explosives 
moved in this country and Canada ‘in 
1927. All shipments of black powder 
and high ‘explosives were carried 
from shipping points to destination 


and removed from railway property 
without a single accident in transit 
or elsewhere. The property loss of 
$45 resulted from four accidents to 
shioments of fireworks in transit. 
The Bureau was organized in 1906 
under the auspices of the American 
Railway Association with the object 
of minimizing losses of life and prop- 
erty incident to the transportation 





of dangerous articles by rail. 





PIGEONS BURNED IN COTE. 


Youth Accused of Starting Fire to 
Hide Theft of Other Birds. 


To cover a theft of fifty-four 
pigeons from a cote on the five-story 
tenement house at 317 East 10ist 
Street, shortly after 1 A. M., yester- 
day, John Cruci, 19 years-old, of 307 
East 105th Street, left ten birds in 
the cote and then set fire to it, ac- 
cording to the police. The flames 


destroyed the ten birds and their|- 


shelter, and the twenty-five families 
in the house fled to the street. Fire- 
men extinguished the blaze before it 
could spread. No one was injured, 

Cruci was arrested one block from 
the house by Patrolman James Mc- 
Cauley of the Hast. 104th Street: Pre- 
cinct, who became suspicious when 
he saw the bag of pigeons. Cruci 
said. he had bought the birds from 
Leuis Gozzolo, owner of the cote, and 
when McCauley was taking him -to 
the tenement for proof of the state- 
ment, the policeman discovered the 
fire and gave the alarm. Later, in 
Harlem Court, Cruci was held with- 
out bail by .Magistrate Stern for 
hearing next Tuesday on charges of 
arson and burglary.

Clear Victory for ‘Opposition: 


It clearly was a victory for the 
opposition to the bill, won by a coali- 
tion of Administration Republicans 
and Democrats. The Aswell bill is 
identical with the McNary-Haugen 
bill, differing only in its failure to 
carry the equalization fee. 

Farm Bloc leaders pointed out that 
today’s action did not call for a rec- 
ord vote, and said that when the bill 
is called up for final, passage, the 
equalization fee will be’ reinstated. 

This was the first upset, however, ~ 
for the Farm Bloc. The strength of 
the ‘opposition’ to the equalization 
fee surprised them. As a result, ab- 
sent members known to. favor the 
McNary-Haugen plan are reported to 
have been urged. to remain.in con- 
stant attendance on House sessions 
to avoid the possibility that the en- 
tire Farm Bloc: project might be 
ditched.

HAYS HAS STRONG, BACKING 
Many Influential ‘Interests In. Paris 
Say Four-to-One. Quota 
Is Unworkable.

PARIS, May 2.—The Franco-Amer- 
ican film controversy took another 
favorable turn today when it was 
learned that representatives. of the 
American and the. French industries 
will get together for an intimate dis- 
cussion of the whole problem. Will 
H. Hays, who had canceled his pas- 
sage on the Majestic today, will re- 
main in Paris to participate in these 
conversations, out of which there is 
a good chance for settlement. 

When the Government Film -Con- 
trol Commission holds its extraordi- 
nary session tomorrw morning it is 
expected to appoint a subcommittee 
of seven leaders among the French 
film producers and other factors of 


the a This committee will 
immediately arrange a conference 
with a similar group of Americans. 

Following his two-and-a-half-hour 
interview with Mr. Hays Seyret 
afternoon and the uhexpec inter- 
vention of Ambassador Herrick, M. 
Herriot, Minister of Education, is 
determined to explore every avenue 
for a settlement. He will .instruct 
the commission to this general ef- 
fect, leaving to it and-to the subcom- 
mittee, however, the means of arriv- 
ing at an agreement. 


Calls Commission Meeting. 


The fact that M. Herriot has gone 
so far as to call the commission to- 
gether in the absence of the unoffi- 


cial French film dictator, Jean Sa- 
e, is taken as an excellent indica- 

tion of the Minister of Education’s 
eagerness to prevent the withdrawal 
of the Americans from the French 
market.-It will be recalled that the 
American interests .agreed unani- 
mously to close out their operations 
in France rather than submit to the 
new four-to-one «uota. 

It was this decision which precipi- 
tated the current crisis and prompted 

Ambassador Herrick to adopt the 

very effective but ena nsd pentcae 
method of writing a ‘parpopel -opnen 
to both Mr. Hays an ot to 
“Find a satisfactory solution.”’ 

There was marked ge A in 
French film circles. today, 
were said to be divided iio’ two 
camps. One group, largely composed 
of producers who would be the chief 
beneficiaries of the four-to-one de- 
cree, is opposed strongly to the call- 
ing of tomorrow’s meeting and may 
be counted on to try to prevent fa- 
vorable action on the part of the 
members. Another group partly com- 
posed of theatre owners and partly 
of intellectuals who feel that the pub- 
lic should have what it wants re- 
gardless of the nationality of the pic- 
tures, will go a long way toward 
meeting Mr. Hays’s proposals. 


Sapene’s Attitude Not Known. 


It is not known whether M. Sapene 
will back up M. Herriot or oppose 
the Minister’s policy of conciliation. 
The whole issue revolves around the 
arbitrary purchase aspect of the reg- 
ulations. If the French will remove 
this the Americans are willing that 
the remainder of the decree: should 
stand. Furthermore, Mr. Hays is said 
to be ready to go so far as to agree 
to a cut in the number of pictures 
imported by France and to cooper- 
ate in every practical way to the end 
that France may sell. more of her 
films in ‘the United States. u- 
ential and disinterested © outsiders,

The ‘Bath Cantata “Club of ‘New 
York, which is affiliated with the 
Bach Cantata Club’ of London, gave 
the fifth and last:concert of its first 
season last. night in‘ St. Thomas’s

The society, through the cour- 
tesy and rmission of the Rev. 
Rovlif H. Brooks, has: been privi- 
leged to give its performances n St: 
Thomas’s Church. This privilege, in 
turn, confers the favor of a much 
better organ than has been available 
at previous performances of the B 
Minor Mass given here. It may be 
added that the interior of a great 
church is the one appropriate envi- 
ronment for this’ colossal religious 
masterpiece of Rach, which towers, 
alone and incom ble; to the skies. 
Unfortunately, however, the sight 
that meets the eye in the interior of 
St. Thomas’s—the noble architecture 
that communicates something of the 
form, the spirit and the grandeur in- 
herent in Bach’s score—is much more 
impressive than the effect to the ear. 
The place is full of echoes. It was 
hard last night, it was difficult at 
times to the point of impossibility, 
to heard all of Bach’s choral parts, 
while even effects of the massed 
voices -in certain instances lacked 
clarity and quality. It is a pity, such 
a defect, particularly in- view of the 
associations of the occasion. There 
may well have been the thought in 
the minds of. some listeners that it 
was the Cantor of another Church of 
St. Thoma;, ‘a little less than 
years- ago, ‘who created the mass 
which is one of the greatest miracles 
in all. music. 

Even the Passion Music of Bach, 
for the writer, takes a secondary 
position by the side of the“B minor 
mass.. For the Passion Music, with 
or without modern editings, is fun- 
damentally a dramatic and in many 


hich | respects a highly subjective expres- 


sion with the composer. We listen, 
and are present at the drama of the 
Passion. We live it, as Bach did; 
we see: it, feel it, as ‘well as hear it. 
With the B minor mass Bach takes a 
loftier and less personal ground. The 
emotion, which could hardly be more 
intense: or exalted than it is, is that 
of humanity, its visions, aspirations, 
destiny. The purely subjective and 
individual expression ‘has. virtually 
disappeared. It does not seem that 
an in human feeling or human 
destiny could occupy a higher or a 
more. mysterious place than this 
mass at its musically. climactic mo- 
ments. 

At the same time it has a glow, a 
flexibility of line and a certain emo- 
tional fervor which causes the lis- 
tener, with a recent mémory of the 
St. ‘Matthew Passion fresh in mind; 
to wonder a little whether Bach, in 
hearkening to the text of the’ Catho- 
lic Mass had not for the moment,.un- 
consciously to himself, changed his 
religion. The opening ‘‘Kyrie” and 
the “Christe” are enough ‘to commu- 
nicate this. impression strongly, 
while there are ges of rejoic- 
ing. toward the~end, florid, glowing 
passages in which the voices inter- 
twine and-weave about each other 
in a manner which causes one to 
think of a Mozart or.a Raphael 
rather: than the -hard-working..

of the anomalies of the day. 

Preliminary returns of the coun- 
try’s iron production in April show 
that, while the daily average was the 
largest of any month since last May, 
it. was on the other hand the small- 
est April output since 1922.

At the close of 1927, there were 967,717 active meters in service, a net gain of 
92,993 during the year. Of these, 76,070 were connected to the lines.of the newly 
acquired Western States and Coast Valleys Companies. The sale during 1927 of 
the major portion of the Company’s. water distribution systems resulted in a 
reduction of approximately 16,000 in the number of customers furnished with 
water service.

GROSS OPERATING REVENUE: 


In 1927 and for the twenty-second consecutive year, aggregate gross operat- 
ing revenues of all departments reached a new peak, exceeding that of 1926 by 
$3,758,656, or 7.38%. Teceps for the sale of the Company’s telephone properties 
and certain of its water distribution systems early in 1927, its revenues would 
have exceeded by more than $400,000 the total of $54,719,227. Combined gross 
of the Pacific, Western States and Coast Valleys companies for the entire year 
amounted to approximately $60,000,000. 

Revenues trom the Company’s electric and gas departments, which now 
comprise 97% of its business, increased respectively by $2,472,646, or 7.9%, and

Operating and administrative expenses during 1927 decreased by $900,297, 
the major influences that tended to bring about this result being: (1) the utili- 
zation of enlarged resources of hydro-electric energy brought into the system 
from Pit River plants and other sources, with a continuing reduction of steam 
costs; (2) relief from the operating costs of telephone and water properties sold 
in the early part of the year; (3) diversion of a portion of management and other 
costs to newly achulted. properties, for which only the net results appear in our 
income account statement, and economies effected through unifie eration ; 
(4) continuation of our program to effect permanent economies in all branches 
of the service. 


MAINTENANCE AND DEPRECIATION: 


Maintenance work proceeded at a normal rate throughout the year and the 
condition of the properties has been fully maintained. 

The amount set aside for depreciation was increased by $701,084 to cover 
additional tangible property of a depreciable. character. Total accruals to this 
reserve in the pas from 1909 to 1927, inclusive, were approximately forty- 
nine million dollars. Of this amount, approximately twenty-nine million dollars 
has been utilized to write off obsolete, replaced and abandoned property, leaving 
a balance of $19,540,005 in the reserve at the close of 1927. 

Measured by its relationship to gross operating revenue, which is one of the 
commonly accepted standards for determining the sufficiency of the provision 
made for maintenance and depreciation, the aggregate of these items during the 
past twelve years has averaged sixteen per cent.

WEEK UNFAVORABLE 
FOR COTTON CROPS 


Reports on Weather Conditions 
as Affecting Winter Wheat 


Are Pessimistic. 


The weekly weather report issued 
by the Government yesterday was as 
follows: 


‘fRecent weather conditions in cot- 
ton belt have been decidedly unfavor- 
able but some improvement was 
noted, particularly in Southeast, dur- 
‘ing latter part of week. In latter 
area, poweves Giiesta ‘ene in much of 
Ala Georgia and Northern 
Florida, seany to excessive rains of 
preceding week did much damage to 
young cotton, which, followed by un- 
seasonable coolness of current week, 
made unfavorable condition. It was 
too cool and in many piaces too wet 
in the Carolinas, Tennessee and other 
States bordering on the Mississippi 
River. 

“In Texas cool nights, windy 
weather and dryness were detri- 
mental, with progress and condition 
of crop rather poor to only fair. 
Planting and replanting made very 
good advance but soil is too dry for 
germination in parts of the Central 
and. West and too wet in Northwest 
section of the State. It was also too 
wet and cool.in Oklahoma with slow 
progress in planting and indications 
of or germination. 

od on weather conditions as 
athe ng Winter wheat crop and its 
progress during the week continued 
pessimistic except in far Northwest, 
parts of Great Plains area and At- 
lantic Coast States. Further deteri- 
oration was noted in Nebraska and 
much of Ohio Valley area. In Kansas 
progress continued satisfactory ex- 
cept in West and beneficial rains oc- 
curred in Western Oklahoma, but in 
other portions of Great Plains con- 
tinued cool dry weather was detri- 
mental. 

‘In most of Spring wheat belt 
toward close of week more season- 
able weather and better conditions 
for seeding prevailed, except that in 
North Dakota the week as a whole 
was generally unfavorable with much 
ar ganny J and some damage to early 
ieee ~ places. Further west seed- 

ood progress, with favor- 
able oo h prevailing. 

“Oats crop continues backward in 
interior valleys and much is still un- 
sown in Lake region. 

“Corn - planting made fair advance 
in western half of belt and eastward 
to central Ohio Valley, but further 
east cold, rainy weather retarded 
field work and but little planting was 
accomplished. Some was seeded dur- 
ing week as far north as central 
portions of Indiana and Illinois and 
considerable was accomplished in 
Southern Iowa while this work is 
nearly half completed in South Cen- 
tral and Southeastern Kansas. Harly 
seeded in southern half of the coun- 
try made poor progress because of 
unfavorable weather.’’

OPPOSES CURB ON JUDGES. 


Tuttle Would Extend Right to Com- 
ment on Cases to State Courts. 


A plea that the privilege now 
accorded Federal Judges of com- 
menting on cases in an enlightened 
and helpful way be not abolished, 
as is provided in a bill before Con- 

ress and recently passed by the 

enate, but extended to State Court 

Judges, was made yesterday by 
United States Attorney Tuttle in an 
address to the Advertising Club of 
New York at 23 Park Avenue. 

“It is because our Federal Judges 
have this privilege of comment that 
these courts have been so success- 
ful,’’ he said. ‘‘In courts where the 
Judge can do little more than make 
a colorless charge to the jury the 
counsel for the rich man can hypno- 
tize the jury. The Senate has passed 
a bill taking this power away from 
our Federal Judges. While this is 
not exactly a blow at the judiciary, 
I think it merits our consideration.’ 

“The jury system,’’ said Mr. Tuttle, 
“now under the microscope, espe- 
cially after several cases in which it 
was assumed it has proved to be 
faulty,’’ has stood the test of human 
experience for centuries and should 
not be abolished.

Shoe Sales Respond to Weather. 

The advent of more seasonable 
weather has been directly reflected 
in sales in the wholesale shoe trade. 
Recent. orders, most of them speci- 
fying delivery some time this month, 
have outnumbered both in size and 
quantity those of the past several 
weeks. The demand is coming from 
all parts. of the territory served from 
this market. A feature of it is the 
restriction in the number of women’s 
shoe styles selling. While fancy 
shoes. still have eve ing their own 
way, dealer demand settled down 
to about six definite styles. None 
of them is especially new. Another 
feature is the increasing interest in 
sport shoes, which are generally 
fancier than heretofore.

PANAMA CANAL TOLLS FALL 


April ‘Total of $2,187,160 Is Lowest 
for Fiscal Year. 


Speaial Cable to Tas New YorK Trum=s. 

BALBOA, May 2.—April tolls of 
the Panama’ Canal represented the 
lowest for any single month of the 
present fiscal year. They amounted 
to $2,187,160 for 531 transits of com- 
mercial vessels, which is $35,673 less 
than was collected in March and $35,- 
000 less than in. January, -the lowest 
previous month. 

The daily average of transits 
amounted to 17.66 vessels, paying 
daily average. tolls of $72,244. ‘There 
is little difference between March 
and April traffic, as one day less 
operation in the ‘latter month ac- 
counts for the lower total of tolls col- 
lected. 

April tolls were $210,852 and 58 ships 
less than the best month of-the pres- 
ent fiscal year, which was December, 
when 589 ships paid $2,398,459 tolls. 

Tanker traffic carryin mineral oils 
from West to East-in the coastwise 
trade has been declining. March this 
year showed 48.5 per cent. reduction 
in net tonnage as compared with 
March last year, while the cargo ton- 
nage showed a deciease of 59.1 per 
cent. This is probably due to the de- 
velopment of the Venezuela. oil fields. 
In the event that the Mexican fields 
resume production to any consider- 
able extent, a further decline may 
be expected. 

The average daily transits for the 
ten months of the present fiscal year 
were less than eighteen ships, which 
is less than 40 per. cent. of present 
capacity of the canal.

Their Repos Follows Barring of | ness 
Attack on Modernism— 
Oppose “Easy Diverse.” 


KANSAS CITY, May 2 ®, —Shunt- 
ing aside by an overwhelming vote 
of 10 to lan attempt to embroil it 
in a discussion of Fundamentalism 
and Modernism, the Quadrennial 
General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church today took what 
was generally. regarded as its most 
significant stand on the issue in the 
Church’s history. 

A resolution presented by the Rev. 
Harold Paul Sloan of Haddonfield, 
N. J., an outstanding Fundamen- 
talist, calling for appointment of a 
committee of: fifteen to investigate 
the advance of modernistic theories 
in many church fields, met a sharp 
rebuke from the conference. Mr. 
Sloan’s resolution did not even reach 
@ committee. It was adjudged out 
of order, and thrown ‘off the con- 
vention. floor. 

The New Jersey minister duainse’ 


that charges of a widespréad disloy-| A 


alty to the ‘articles of: religion, which 
embrace the Deity, Virgin birth, and 
the second coming, were supported 
by detailed evidence, and asked a 
thorough investigation. Undaunted 
by the action, he announced he Lid 
just ‘begun the fight. 

Bishops and ministerial delegates 


generally regarded today’s action as 
final, however, and predicted ‘that 
et the matter on the 
floor ‘would be headed off. 


Urge Advance in Knowledge. 


Within an hour after the peppery 
Fundamentalist foray, the Board of 
Bishops in their episcopal or key- 


note address had reported to the con- 
ference in. substance that every’ ad- 
vance in scientific knowledge is to 
the glory of God, and the preacher is 
not called upon to criticize the sci- 
entist. 

“If the preacher assumes to an- 
swer every adversary of Christianity, 
he will make the place a battlefield 
instead of a sheepfold,’’ the Bishops 
reported. 

‘You have the right to insist and 
expect that the preacher will be in- 
tellectually and spiritually loyal to 
his task, but you must not attempt 
to fetter him either, with the bonds 
of an arrogant mechanistic philos- 
ophy or with those of a despotic 
traditionalism.” 

The Bishops aligned themselves 
unalterably against easy divorce and 
speedy remarriage, ‘“‘which has upon 
the community the demoralizing ef- 
fect of authorized marital exchange,”’ 
companionate marriage, racy litera- 
ture and dramatics, extreme dress 
and war, 

Christian unity was remote, they 
reported, because of the attitude 
shown by the Vatican and the Church 
of England. The younger genera- 
tion was ‘more sinned against than 
sinning’; prohibition, though em- 
broiled in dispute and not immedi- 
ately acceptable to all. must remain. 


Charges Against Bishop McConnell. 


: The°conference approved the selec- 
tion by the Chairmen of the standing 
committees and the conference Sec- 


retary. of a court of seventeen minis- 
ters to hear charges against Bishop 
Anton. Bast of Copenhagen, sus- 
pended in 1926 following his convic- 
tion in Danish. civil courts on a 
charge .involving alleged misuse of 
church funds. He will face the 
church court charged with conduct 
unbecoming a minister. 

Rumblings of the possible tria] of 
another Bishop came today when the 
Rev. Francis J. McConnéjl of the 
Pittsburgh area revealed that he had 
been advised that the Rev. George A, 
Cooks of Wilmington, Del., would 
file charges age ainst him ‘allegin 
“‘maladministration’’ and ‘‘immoral- 
ity.””° The Secretary of the Confer- 
ence said the charges had not been 
received by him as yet and’ no ac- 
tion could be taken unti) they were 
formally filed. 

Bishop. McConnell. said he under- 
stood the ‘‘maladministratioh’’ count 
related to two. church trials over 
which he presided, involving men 
who had married women divorced on 
grounds other than adultery, which 
is forbidden by the Church, 

The “immorality” count, not in- 
bib moral turpitude, was under- 
tood to be based upon the Bishop's 
statements concerning evolution and 
an allegation thac he falsely certi- 
fied to the correctness of the journal 
of an annual‘ conference, knowing 
that an important part of the pro- 
ceedings had been suppressed.
